GRAND CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 
IN NEW YORK. 


A G ra n d D isplay o f M ilita ry —L ite r­ 
ary E xercises W h e re W a sh in g ­ 
to n Took th e O ath. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


N e w Y o r k , April 30th.—While the historical 
interest to-day centered in St. Paul’s Chapel, 
where Washington attended church before the 
inauguration, and in Wall street, where the 
literary exercises occurred on the spot where 
Washington was inaugurated, greater popular 
interest attached to the military demonstration. 
The fact is recognized alike by military men 
and the public at large, that this is the nearest 
approach to the mobilization of strictly State 
troops that ever occurred in this country. The 
event also possessed peculiar local interest, 
being the first time the entire National Guard 
of the State of New Y’ork was collected in this 
city. 
SIGHT SEEING STANDS. 
The morning dawned overclouded, but soon 
became clear, with a cool breeze—so cool that 
wraps were agreeable—an ideal day for m arch­ 
ing. The crowds were out early, the public 
stands seating many thousands and private 
stands seating many thousands more. Along 
the line of procession hundreds of drays were 
drawn up iu the side streets aud converted into 
sight-seeing stands, crowded by 8:30 o'clock. 
PRESIDENT HARRISON AT ST. PAUL'S. 
About S o'clock President Harrison aud Vice­ 
President Morton left the residence of the latter, 
with a mounted escort, for St. Paul’s Chaptl, 
the members of the Centennial Committee fal­ 
lowing in carriages. The course down Broad­ 
way occasioned cheers ail along the line, to 
which the President and Vice-President re­ 
sponded, bowing right and left. The Presi­ 
dential party reached St. Paul's Chapel just at 
9 o’clock. Broadway was jammed, but the 
President easily made his way to the chapel 
from the Vesey-street entrance, whence he was 
escorted by a committee of the vestry of Trinity 
Church to Washington’s pew. The interior of 
the church was decorated with Hags and jiotted 
plants, and the ancient eoat-of-arms was over 
\ \ ashiugton’s pew. The church was filled with 
ticket-holding worshipers. 
The new British 
Minister, the Spanish Minister, ex President 
Cleveland and Senator Evarts were among the 
prominent people occupying seats during the 
services. 
The sermon was by Bishop Potter, whose dis­ 
course was historical and eloquent. 
At the close of the religious exercises the 
President and party were escorted in carriages 
to the Sub-Treasury in Wall street. 
LITERARY EXERCISES. 
Elbndge T. Gerrv, iu opening the literary ex­ 
ercises on Wall street, at the Sub-Treasury 
Building, reminded the audience that it was on 
the same spot where Washington first took the 
oath of office, and the Bible on which he took 
oath was present. Rev. K. S. Storrs then uttered 
the invocation, giving thanks for Washington’s 
example, praying that the nation might con­ 
tinua in favor and making a special plea for the 
President and Congress.

THE VOW OF WASHINGTON. 
The swoid was sheathed. In April's sun 
Lay green the fields by freedom won; 
And severed sections, weary of debates, 
Joined hands at last and were Unite¿ States. 
O city sitting by the sea ! 
How proud the day that dawned on thee, 
When the new era, long desired, began, 
And, in its need, the hour had found the man ! 
One thought the cannon salvos spoke; 
The resonant bell tower’s vibrant stroke, 
The voiceful streets, the plaudit-echoing halls, 
And prayer and hymn borne heavenward from 
St. Paul’s! 
How felt the land iu every part 
The strong throb of a nation’s heart, 
As its great leader gave, with reverent awe. 
His pledge to Union, Liberty and Law ! 
That pledge the heavens above him heard, 
That vow the sleep of centuries stirred; 
In world-wide wonder listening peoples bent 
Their gaze on freedom's great experiment. 
Could it sncceed ? Of honor sold 
And hopes deceived all liistorv told.

Thank God ! the people’s choice w*as just, 
The one man equal to his trust, 
Wise beyond lore, and without weakness good, 
Calm in the strength of flawless rectitude!

government were assumed by the people of the 
^P u b lic, and they became the sole source of 
authority. The solemn ceremonial of the first 
inauguration.(the reverent oath of Washington, 
tne acclaim of the multitude greeting their 
I resident marked the most unique event of 
I modem limes in the development of free insti­ 
tutions. The occasion was not an accident, but 
a re?Ult' . 5 was fhe culmination of the working 
by mighty forces through many centuries ol 
the problem of self-government. It was not the 
tnum ph of a system, the application of a theory, 
° í iae reduction to practice of the abstractions 
.of pht.osopby. 
The time, the countrv, the 
heredity’and environment of the people, the 
folly of ,ts enemies, and the noble courage of its 
friends, gave to liberty, after ages of ¿efeat. of 
trial, of experiment, of partial success and sub­ 
stantial gains this immortal victory. Hence­ 
forth it had a refuge and reciuituig station. 
The oppressed found free homes in this favored 
land, and invisible armies marched from it by 
matl and telegraph, by speech and song, by* 
precept aud example, to regenerate the world. 
"Ruritans in New England, Dutchmen in New 
iork. Catholics in Maryland. Huguenots in 
bouth C arolina had felt tLe fires of persecution 
and were wedded to religious liberty. Thev 
bad been purified in the furnace, am i in high 
debate and on bioodv battle-fields had learned 
to sacrifice all material interests au¿ to peril 
their lives for human rights— The principles of 
constitutional government had been impressed 
upon them by hundreds of years of struggle, and 
for each principle they cou.d point to the grave 
of an ancestor whose death attested the ferocity 
of the fight and the value of the concession 
wrung from arbitrary power. They knew the 
limitations of authority, they eou d pledge their 
lives and fortunes to resist encroachments upon 
th tir rights, but it required the lesson of Indian 
massacres, the invasion of the armies of F’rance 
from Canada, the tyranny of the British Crown, 
the seven-year war of the revolution, ami the 
five yearsof chaos of the Confederation to evolve 
the idea upon which rest the power and per­ 
manency of the republic, that lilatrty and union 
are one and inseparable. 
“The traditions and experience of the Colo­ 
nists had made them alert to discover aud 
quick to resist any peril to their liberties. Above 
all things, they feared and distrusted power. 
The town meeting and the Colonial Legislature 
gave them confidence in themselves, and cour­ 
age to check the Royal Governors. Their inter­ 
ests. hopes and affections were iu their several 
Commonwealths, and each blow by the British 
Ministry at their freedom, each attack upon 
their rights as Englishmen, weakened their love 
for the mother-land and intensified their hostil­ 
ity to the Crown. But the same causes which 
broke down their allegiance to the Central 
Government increased 
their confidence in 
their respective Colonies, ami 
tlieir 
faith 
in 
liberty 
was 
largelv 
dependent 
upon 
the 
maintenance 
of 
the 
sover­ 
eignty of their several states. The fanners’ 
shot at I.erington echoed round the world, the 
spirit which it awakened from its slumbers 
could do aud dare ana die, but it had not vet 
discovered the secret of the permanence a'nd 
progress of free institutions. Patrick Henry 
thundered iu the Yirgiuia Convent'on, James 
Otis spoke with trumpet tongue and fervid elo­ 
quence for united action in Massachusetts 
Hamilton, Jay and Clinton pledged New York 
to respond with men and money for the com­ 
mon cause, but their visiou only suw a league of 
independent colonies. The váil was not yet 
drawn from before the vista of population and 
power, of empire and liberty, which would open 
with National Union. 
‘■The Continental Congress partiallv grasped, 
but completely expressed, the central idea of 
the American Kepublie. 
More fully than any 
other body whichever assembled ¿id it repre­ 
sent the victories won from arbitrary power for 
human rights. In the New World it was the 
conservator of liberties secured through cent­ 
uries of struggle iu the Old. Among the dele­ 
gates were the descendants of the men who had 
stood in that brilliant array upon the field of 
Runnymede, which wrested irorn King John 
Magna Charta, that great charter of libertv. to 
which Hallam. in the nineteenth eenturv 
bears witness 'that all of which had been since 
obtained is little more than as confirmation or 
crmm entary.” There were the grandchildren 
of 
the 
statesmen 
who 
had 
summoned 
Charles before Parliament and compelled his 
assent 
to 
the 
Petition 
of 
Rights, 
which transferred power 
from the Crown 
to 
the 
Commons, 
and 
gave 
repre­ 
sentative Government to the English-speaking 
race. And there were those who ha¿ sprung 
from the iron soldiers who had fought and 
charged with Cromwell at Naseby and Dunbar 
and Marston Moor. Among its members were 
Huguenots, whose fathers had followed the 
white plume of Henry of Navarre, ami in an 
age of bigotry, intolerance aud the deification 
of absolutism, had secured the great edict of re- 
li-ious liberty from French despotism; and 
who had become a people without a countrv 
rather titan surrender their convictions and 
forswear their consciences. In this Congress 
were those whose ancestors were the country­ 
men of William of Orange, the Beggars of the 
Sea, who had survived tae cruelties of Alva 
and broken the yoke ot proud Philip of Spain 
and who had two centuries before made á 
Declaration of Independence, and formed a 
Federal Union which were models of freedom 
aud strength.” 
Alter reviewing the history of the republic for 
a century the brilliant orator concluded by­ 
saying: 
•fhe flower of the youth of the nations of con 
tinental Europe are conscripted front productive 
industries and drilling in camps. Vast armies 
stand in battle array along the frontiers, and a 
Kaiser's whim or a Minister s mistake may pre­ 
cipitate the most destructive war of modern 
times. Both monarchial and republican gov­ 
ernments are seeking safety iu the repression 
and suppression ot opposition and criticism. 
The volcanic icrces of democratic aspiration 
and socialistic revolt are rapidly increasing and 
threaten peace and securitv.' We turn from 
these gathering storms to the’ British Isles and 
find their people in the throes ot a lotitical 
crisis involving the form and substance of their 
Government, and their statesmen far from con­ 
fident that the enfranchised and unprepared 
masses will wisely use their power. 
•‘B utforus.no army exhausts our resources 
nor consumes our youth. Our uavv must needs 
increase, in order that the protecting flag may 
follow the expanding commerce, which is to 
successfully com íate iuall the markets oi the 
world. The sun of our destine is still rising, 
and its rays illuminate vast territories, as vet 
unoccupied and undeveloped, and which are to 
be the happy homes of millions of people. The 
questions which affect the powers of gov­ 
ernment and 
the expansion or limitation 
of the authority ot the Federal Constitution 
are so completely settled, aud so unanimously 
approved, that our political divisions produce 
only' the healthy antagonism of parties which is 
necessary for the preservation of liberty. Our 
institutions furnish the lull equipment of shield 
aud spear for the battles of freedom, and abso 
lute protection against every danger which 
threatens the welfare of the people, will always 
be iouud in the intelligence which appreciates 
their value, aud the courage and morality with 
which their powers are exercised. The spirit of 
Washington tills the executive office. Presidents 
may not rise to the lull measure of his grea - 
ness, but they must not fall below his standard 
of public duty and obligation. His life aud 
character, conscientiously studied and thor­ 
oughly unders’ood by coming generations, will 
be for them a liberal education for private life 
aud public station, for citizenship aud patriot­ 
ism, tor love and devotion to Union aud Lib­ 
erty. With their inspiring past and splendid 
present, the people of these United states, heirs 
of a hundred years marvelously riclt m all 
which adds to the glory and greatness of a na­ 
tion, with an abiding trust in the stability and 
elasticity of their Constitution, and an abound­ 
ing faith in themselves, hail the coming cen­ 
tury with hope and joy.” 


T H E O R A TIO N . 


C h au n cey M. D e p e n ’s B r illia n t R ev iew o f 
th e H istory o f th e R ep u b lic. 
Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, the eloquent orator 
of the day, w r s next introduced and made a 
ringing patriotic address of nearly an hour aud 
a half. In his opening remarks he said : 
“We celebrate to-day the centenary of our 
nationality. One hundred years ago the United 
States began their existence. The powers of 
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T h e L esson s th a t are T au gh t b y tb e Lire 
of W ash in gton . 
There was a great scene of enthusiasm when 
the Presidential party appeared. Thirtv thou­ 
sand persons cheered, waved hats, handker­ 
chiefs and flags. While speaking, Harrison 
stood on the [datform just before the heroic 
statue of Washington, aud gazed down Broad 
street as the first President did one hundred 
years ago to-day. He saw before :rins a «ca I 
faces extending beyond Exchange Place, aud in 
Wall street, from Broadway and Old Triuitv t« 
William street. There were brilliant uniforms of 
the militia of many States, and the dot p blue of 
the veterans was m itglcd with the br hte: 
colors oi the ladies. For five minutes he could 
only bow in response to the checis oi the men 
aud the waving of the handkerchiefs of the 
ladies. President Harrison said : 
“ These proceedings are ot a very exciting 
character aud make it quite unnecessary that I 
should deliver an address on this cccasi'ou. At 
at early date I notified your committee that the 
programme must not contain an a¿dress by me. 
The selection of Mr. Depew as orator on this oc­ 
casion was well, and lo make further speeches 
is hot only difficult, but superfluous. He has 
met the demand of the occasion on its own 
high level. He has brought before us the inci­ 
dents of the Ceremonies of the great inaugura­ 
tion of Washington. We seem to be a part of 
the admiring aud almost adoring throng that 
filled these streets a hundred years ago to greet 
always the inspiring presence of Washington. 
He was the incarnation of duty, and teaches us 
to day this great les-on : Those u ho would asso­ 
ciate their names with events that shall outlive 
a century can only do so by the highest conse­ 
cration to duty. He was iike the Captain who 
goes to sea and throws overboard his cargo that 
he may gain safety for his imperiled Tellow- 
mcn. W ashington seemed to come to the dis­ 
charge of the antics his high office impressed 
with a great sense of his untamiliarity with the 
position newly thrnstupon him. Mod, St. doubt- 
lul of his own ability, but trusting implicitly in 
his hopefulness of that God who rules the world 
anapresm es in the conscience of the nation 
aiiír«' i

below the railings supporting the shields of 
forty-two Ftates, in the order of their admission 
into the Union, while below was a drapery of 
red and white bunting. Beneath the stand on 
which the oratots of the day stood v t re shields 
of the slate of New York, Virginia and Indiana, 
the former in the center, and the statuettes of 
a.-hingtou and Harrison oa the right side ami 
on the ielt, respectively. Above all was a large 
American ::ag, and beiow were siguai flag- 
reading, “ First in War. First in Peace. First in 
the Hearts of His Countrymen." 


T H E M IL IT A R Y P A R A D E . 


A G litterin g A rray of S old iers and D is­ 
tin g u ish ed A m erica n s. 
While the exercises were proceeding at Wail 
street the military parade started, getting fairh 
underw ay at 10:30 a . m . The military proces­ 
sion marched under command ot i,en«ral Scho­ 
field, as Chief Marshal, with Cofouet Crycr as 
t h i e l o t Stall. General Howard commanded 
tbe United Slates troops. Schofield's aide-em ­ 
braced a glittering body of seventy-two distin­ 
guished military men from various parts of the 
countrv, eleven civilians and special representa­ 
tives of twenty three States, one tor each State. 
The troops of regular cavalry acted as special 
escort to the staff. Then came the armv bri­ 
gade. consisting of a battalion oi West Point 
Cadets, eight companies of the Tnird Artillen , 
nine companies ot the Filth Artillery, five com­ 
panies of the Furth Artillery, two companies 
of the second Artillen-, five eompatiits ot the 
Eleventh Infantry and light batteries from 
Third, Fontth and Filth Artillen’.

T h e M etrop olitan O pera H o u se a M ag­ 
n ificen t D in in g P a rlo r, 
The banquet at the Metropolitan opera House 
began at S o'clock.".and was a magnificent atlair, 
The stage aud auditorium were eonnecte¿ to 
make oue continuous floor, over which were dis­ 
posed twenty-six tables, torming six immense 
horseshoes. 
Two 
central 
tables, one with 
twenty-six covets and the other with twelve, 
were reserved for the most distinguished guests. 
The President’s table was at the juuetion of the 
stage with tbe orchestra, so that General Harri­ 
son was in lull view. Each table was dressed 
with the utmost care aud skill. 
It was a little alter 8 o’clock when the Presi­ 
dent, escorted by Governor Hill and Mayor 
Grant, entered the great dining-room. 
They 
were followed by Vice President Murtón, and 
Lieutenant Governor Jones, of New York, and 
other distinguished guests. As the party walked 
down the main aisle of the auditorium all of 
the assembled diners stood up in recognition oi 
the President’s arrival, aud the band played 
“ Hail to the Chiet.” The Presí¿eut’s partv 
stood back of tbeir chairs with bowed heads, 
while Bishop Potter made the opcnir g prayer 
of grace, and dinner was begun at a siguai from 
the banquet directors. 
It was announced that Secretary Blaine was 
unable to be present, and President Harrison’s 
address, which was at the end of the list, was 
scheduled to replace Secretarv Blaine’s, which 
was half way down the toast list. 
At the conclusion of the iu location, Mayor 
Grant rose and read the list of toasts. 
Governor Hill was introduced as the first 
speaker, and rose and welcomed the guests. 


GOVERNOR HILL. 
Governor Hill in his address of welcome ex­ 
tended the heartiest greeting to all assembled, 
to the President aud his Cabi-et, to all iu au­ 
thority, to the Embassadors and to all citizens. 
Governor Hill, in closing his address of wel­ 
come. said: ‘ The sentiments of every true 
American are expressed in the hope that fac­ 
tion may not destroy, that pnde may not injure, 
that corruption may not undermine and that 
sectionalism may not divide this fair republic, 
but that its borders may be still further ex­ 
tended, Its commerce float upon every sea, the 
stars upon its flag be trebled, its free institu­ 
tions live on and flourish aud its liberty-loving 
people continue to work out the problem of 
self-government, so long as freedom itself ex­ 
ists and until time itself shall be no more.” 
lie closed with the sentiment, ’• Keep, God, the 
fairest and noblest that lies beneath the sun, 
our country, our noble country, ever one.” 
EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
In response to the toast, “ Our People,” ex- 
Piesident Cleveland said : " The mention of 
a people may well suggest a sober and impres­ 
sive reflection. Wherever human government 
has been administered in despotism or oppres­ 
sion, there has been found among the gov­ 
erned a yearning for a freer condition and the 
assertion of man’s nobility, l’hese are but the 
faltering steps of human nature ia the direction 
of lreedom which is its birthright, and they 
presage the struggle of men to become a free 
people and thns reach the plane of their high­ 
est and best aspirations. In this relation and 
in them cry for freedom, it may be truly said. 
’The voice of the people is the voice of Go¿.’ 
The influence of these reflections is upon me as 
speak of those who, alter darkness, and 
doubt, and struggle, burst forth iu the bright 
light of independence aud liberty and became 
‘our people’—free, determined and confident— 
challenging the dignity of man and 
invok- 
iug 
the 
aid 
aud 
favor 
ol 
Almighty 
God. 
In 
their supreme faith and rugged 
strength, our lathers cried out to the world, 
‘ We, the people oi the United States, in order 
to form a more perfect union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquillity, provi¿e for com­ 
mon defense, promote the general welfare, aud 
secure the blessing ot liberty to ourselves and 
our prosperity, do ordain and establish this 
Constitution for the United States of America.’ 
Surely such people can be safely trusted with 
their free government, acd there need be no 
fear that they have lost the qualities which fit 
them to be its custodians. Let us then have an 
abiding faith in ‘our people.’ Let petulance 
and discontent with popular action disappear 
before truth, that in any and all circumstances 
the will of the people, however it may be exer­ 
cised. is the law of our national existence, 
the arbiter absolute and unchangeable by which 
we must abide. Other than existing situations 
or policies can only justify themselves when 
they may be reached by the spread of political 
intelligence and the revival ot an unselfish and 
patriotic interest in public affairs. Ill-natured 
complaints of popular iueompetency, and self- 
rightcous assertion of superiority over a body of 
the people, are impotent and useless. But there 
is danger, I fear, that the scope of the words 
•our people.’ and all they import, are not 
always fully appreheuded. It is only natural 
that those iu the various walks of life should 
see ‘ our people ’ within the range of their own 
vision. The rich m erchant or capitalist, iu the 
center of wealth aud enterprise, hardlv has a 
glimpse of the country blacksmith at his forge, 
or the farmer in his field, and these in their 
turn know but little of the laborers who crowd 
our manufactories, and inhabit their own world 
of toil, and of the thousands who labor in our 
mines. Yet, in the spirit of our institutions, all 
these so separated in station aud personal inter­ 
est are oue common brotherhood, and are ’ our 
people.' 
“ The diversity of our interests, though a source 
of boundless wealth and prosperitv, has a tend­ 
ency to press our people apart. This condition 
demands a counter force of liberality and toler­ 
ation toward each other and an enlightened re­ 
gard tor the condition of every indivi¿ual who 
contributes to the aggregate of our material 
greatness. This centennial time which stirs our 
pride by leading us to contemplation of our 
tremendous strides in wealth and greatness 
aiso recalls to our minds the virtues and 
the unselfish devotion to principle of those who 
saw the first days of our republic. Let there 
now be a revival of our love for principles 
which our country represents. Let there be at 
thLs time a new compensation to the cause of 


man s freedom and equa'ity and a quickness of ¡ 
the sense of the solemn responsibility before 
every man who wears the badge of • our pvo- 
pie.’

VALUE OF NATIONAL CELEBRA 
TI0N8. 


T hat the capital city of the State of Cal­ 
ifornia -failed to properly celebrate the 
great anniversary yesterday is a m atter for 
profound regret. 
W hat the occasion de­ 
manded was not elaborate demonstration 
or spectacle, not great outlay of money, 
but a simple and sincere ceremonial to 
emphasize, in the eyes of our youths, 
the im portance the people should attach 
to the observance of all great anniversa­ 
ries, the recurrence of which stim ulates the 
patriotic spirit and recalls us from the 
contention and rush of the present to con­ 
tem plation of the liberties we enjoy, and 
th e sacritices made th at they m ight de­ 
scend to us. 
T hat Sacramento did not 
engage in the celebration of the W ashing­ 
ton Centennial does not mean that our 
m atured people are wanting in devotion 
to th eir land or love of American institu­ 
tions. 
B ut it does bear witness to an 
-apathy upon the question of the value of 
national celebrations that is discreditable. 
There are those who tip-tilt th eir noses 
and exclaim, “ We have too many celebra­ 
tions;” but this is merely evidence of mis­ 
conception of the real purpose of all patri­ 
otic observances. 
As a m atter of fact we 
have too few celebrations th a t relate di­ 
rectly to the substructural history of the 
republic. 
Practically there is but one day 
th a t is observed with any approach to 
unanim ity by the American people, and 
th a t 
too 
often 
is 
celebrated 
in 
a 
perfunctory 
manner. 
W hen 
we 
take 
note of the schemes of radical Socialists, 
the infamous plots of A narchists and the 
conspiracies cf secret enemies to under­ 
mine the faith of the American people in 
th e priceless heritage left them by the 
fathers of the Revolution ; when we hear 
men unblushinglv express doubts of the 
stability of the Republic, and without 
shame suggest a return to the systems 
of monarchies 
and 
class 
distinctions; 
when we reflect upon the notorious venal­ 
ity in public office in this day, the prosti­ 
tution of sacred trusts of freedom to the 
most base and selfish of ends, and consider 
the difficulty th at is often experienced in 
securing the beggarly pittance necessary 
to some spectacular display for sonic de­ 
gree of due observance of the nation’s 
birthday, we should be convinced that 
there is need for more holidays on vjhich 
th e ceremonies 
and 
observances of 
a 
patriotic character shall dominate, that 
the spirit of a busy age may not wholly 
absorb the sentim ent attaching to all such 
occasions. For that sentim ent serves in its 
manifestations to quicken patriotism and 
awaken compensating inquiry in the mind 
of youths to whom the destinies of the coun­ 
try are to be'comm itted,and of the foreign­ 
ers of brief residence who are to become 
citizens af the Republic.

T h e fact that the President of the 
I nited States taking part in the centen­ 
nial anniversary of the inauguration of 
W ashington as the first President, is a 
H arrison juay be accepted for the moment 


as suggestive of something more than i 
mere coincidence, in the light of the fact 
that a H arrison was the fam iliar of W ash­ 
ington, his trusted friend, and was the 
man who introduced on th at eveutful day 
in Ju ly the Declaration of Independence; 
and in the light of the facl that the rela­ 
tion between these two Harrisons is that 
of direct 
kinship, President 
Harrison 
being the great grandson of the Benjamin 
H arrison who signed the declaration and 
reported it to the band of patriots who in 
Philadelphia nearly 113 years ago had the 
courage to proclaim it, 
Benjamin H arri­ 
son did not die until two years after 
W ashington had been inaugurated. 
He 
was one of tlie Committee of Correspond­ 
ence that united the Colonies against 
<Ireat B ritain in 1774. 
lie was five times 
sent to Congress, and besides serving in the 
legislative bodies of his State, was twice 
chosen as Governor of V irginia. 
His 
third son became the ninth President of 
the U nited States, and was th e grandsire 
of the present President. 
Of course the 
idea of any special and overruling direc­ 
tion in w hat is hut mere coincidence is ab­ 
surd ; but it remains that it is a curious his­ 
torical fact that the Harrisons have been 
so directly and officially involved in the 
two great events now so prom inent in the 
thoughts of the people—the declaration of 
the right of the American State, and i>cc- 
plc to be free and independent, and the 
«■elebration of the first hundred years ot 
American Presidents.

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HUNGRY OFFICERS. 


THE POLICE RECEITE NO SALA­ 
RIES FOR APRIL. 


"What is th e I>uty o f th e T ru stees in 
th e P r e m ise s? —An In d ig n a tio n 
M eetin g —Ktc. 


The tweDty-six policemen now on duty 
in this city are wondering how long they 
are to be required to “ work for nothing 
and board themselves.” The city has a 
Board of Police Commissioners, to whom 
the law gives certain powers, and among 
them that of selecting and employing po­ 
licemen. In pursuance of that authority 
the Board a m onth ago increased the police 
force from fifteen to twenty-five men, be­ 
side the Captain. But now comes the City 
Board of Trustees, who refuse to pay the 
salaries of the men, on the ground that the 
police fund has only money enough to pay 
the old num ber of officers (fifteen), and as 
they could not determine who shall con­ 
stitute the fifteen, no salaries for the month 
of April were allowed at the last meeting 
of the Board. 
This action—or rather non-action—by 
the Trustees has been the chief subject o'f 
talk among the officers during the past few 
days, and has even engrossed the public 
attention to a considerable extent. The 
people seem to have been generally pleased 
at the increase of the force, for it has had 
the effect of decreasing crime in the city in 
a m arked degree, and the general feeling 
among citizens is that the men ought to be 
paid in some way. The Trustees have, in 
times past, managed to tide over emergen­ 
cies of this kind, and it is argued they 
could do so again. It mav be that the 
Trustees were and are still opposed to the 
increase of the force, but the fact m ust be 
borne in m ind that at the tim e the addi­ 
tional men were elee’ed an emergency 
existed. The city was then apparently in 
the grasp of a gang of bold and desperate 
criminals. Citizens were being garroteo 
and robbed nightly on the streets, and 
bouses burglarized. 
The Governor was 
waited upon with a strong petition from 
leading citizens, asking for his approval of 
the Act empowering the Police Commis­ 
sioners to increase the force. Since these 
men went on duty the city has had com­ 
parative im m unity from 'lawlessness of a 
Serious character, and it is believed that a 
large m ajority of the citizens would de­ 
clare in favor of the retention of the pres­ 
ent entire force, if the m atter were left to a 
vote. 
Those who favored the increase of the 
police force argue that no m atter w hat may 
be the individual opinions of the members 
ol the Board of Trustees in the premises, 
they have but one duty to perform at this 
lime, and that is to recognize the action of 
a co-ordinate branch ot the city govern­ 
m ent, and give it force by declaring the 
entire body of policemen entitled to their 
pay. Then, even if they did not have the 
money on hend with which to pay the sal­ 
aries of the men, the latter could arrange, 
for a tim e at least, to get their warrants 
cashed. 
But even this would be an un­ 
necessary hardship on the men if the 
money can be legally advanced by the city 
from some other fund. 
It is possible that some of the moneyed 
nstitutionsof the city, which are benefited 
by the additional security given to the prop­ 
erty of all citizens, would’advance the neces­ 
sary funds to pay the salaries at low rates 
of interest (or possibly no interest at all) 
until the Trustees can replenish the police 
fund. The Courts have decided that the 
city m ust pay the salaries of policemen le­ 
gally appointed to serve, and it does not 
seem just that the men, many of whom are 
poor and have families to support, should 
be forced to incur the expense and delay of 
again appealing to the Courts for relief. 
N either would it be economy on the part 
of the city, tiirough its legislative branch, 
M force them to such an issue. 
V 
ue question is, how can the money be 
ured to meet these salaries until the 
next year's taxes can be levied? It does 
seem as if there should be some m ethod of 
solving it. The city is growing rapidly— 
both in area and population—and the pres­ 
ent force is required to give anything like 
adequate protection to the lives and prop­ 
erty of citizens. 


TH E OFFICERS PEC0M ING ANXIOUS. 
The situation has forced the policemen to 
action, and yesterday they held a meeting 
;n the I’oliee Court-room to consider what 
action should be taken to secure the pay­ 
m ent of their salaries. 
Captain K archer called the meeting to 
order, in the absence of Chief Lee. H e 
stated its object to be to consult in relation 
to the difficulty that had arisen regarding 
the paym ent of tbe salaries of members of 
the police force. 
L. \V. Farrell was elected 
Secretary and Treasurer. 
Officer Lowell moved that a committee 
of five be appointed to engage an attorney 
to take the matter in band on behalf of the 
policemen. 
Officer Farrell moved to amend by hav­ 
ing tbe committee first consult with tbe 
t'ity Trustees before takiDg any steps to­ 
ward bringing an action to compel the pay­ 
m ent of their salaries.

The skill of the fire departm ent of this 
city was tested in an exhibition drill yes­ 
terday morning, the main part of which 
was conducted in tbe vicinity of Fourth 
and J streets.

The 
water was pumped by the engine from the 
cistern on Fourth and J. The coupling on 
of more hose was practiced while the 
engine was still pumping, and it was done 
very successfully. 
Engine No. 2 was next called out, and 
arrived from the engine-house in about 
two minutes. The hook and ladder truck 
was run up alongside ol the St. George 
building, b u t the lo D g ladder proved to be 
about six f e e t too short, and a stop was put 
to p r o c e e d in g s in that direction. 
Chief O'Meara and other officers of the 
fire departm ent witnessed the drill. A n­ 
other will be had in a short time.
